[0002] Applicant respectfully requests entry of the following remarks and 
reconsideration of the subject application. Applicant respectfully requests entry of the 
amendments herein. The remarks and amendments should be entered under 37 CFR. § 
1.116 as they place the application in better form for appeal, or for resolution on the 
merits. 

[0003] Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of all of the 
claims of the application. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-17, 19-36, 38-57, 59-66, 107, 109, 111- 
120, 122, and 123 are presently pending. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-17, 19-34, 38-49, 56, 107, 
109, and 123 are amended herein. Claims 11, 18, and 37 are herein cancelled without 
prejudice or disclaimer.

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Claim Amendments 

[0006] Without conceding the propriety of the rejections herein and in the interest of 
expediting prosecution, Applicant amends claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-17, 19-34, 38-49, 56, 107, 
109, and 123 herein. Applicant amends claims to clarify claimed features. Such 
amendments are fully supported in the instant Application and are made to expedite 
prosecution and to more quickly identify allowable subject matter. Accordingly, these 
amendments do not constitute new matter. Entry to the file is respectfully requested. 

[0007] Furthermore, such amendments are merely intended to clarify the claimed 
features, and should not be construed as further limiting the claimed invention in 
response to the cited references. 
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Substantive Matters 



Claim Rejections under § 103 

[0008] Claims 1-3, 5-57, 59-66, 107, 109, 111-120, 122, and 123 are collectively 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) for being unpatentable over cited references including 
U.S. Patent No. 6,850,245 to Murashita et al. ("Murashita"), U.S. Patent No. 6.930,730 to 
Maxon et al. ("Maxon"), U.S. Patent No. 6,747,688 to Kang ("Kang"), and U.S. Patent 
No. 6,771,323 to Dean et al. ("Dean"). In light of the amendments presented herein, 
Applicant submits that these rejections are moot. Accordingly, Applicant asks the 
Examiner to withdraw these rejections. 

[0009] For example, independent claim 1, as amended, recites (with emphasis 



1 . One or more computer-readable media comprising computer-executable 
instructions stored thereon that, when executed on a computer, cause the 
computer to perform a method comprising: 

determining a type and a connection type .. .; and 

presenting, based on the type or the connection type of the display, 
one or more motion videos to aid a user in calibrating one or more 
parameters of the display, wherein the one or more motion videos: 

are photo-realistic and configured to include moving pictures of 
real objects; 

are sensitive to calibration changes 

are dedicated for calibrating one or more parameters of the display 
without requiring the user to use technical test screens in the calibrating; 

and

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provide the user with a realistic experience of how one or more 
video programs or movies are presented while the display is being 
calibrated. 

[0010] Applicant respectfully submits that rejections to claim 1 are rendered moot 
in view of the above claim amendments. 

[0011] As Applicant provided in last response, Murashita is directed to user- 
assisted recognition of various characteristics during adjustment of an electronic display 
(Abstract of Murashita). Murashita provides that display type identification (i.e., CRT or 
LCD) can be made based on user input (Fig. 7 of Murashita). However, Murashita is 
completely lacking any provisions directed to "presenting one or more motion videos to 
aid a user in calibrating one or more parameters of the display." In fact, the term "motion 
video", or any of its respective equivalents, are completely lacking from Murashita. 

[0012] Maxon does not cure the deficiency of Murashita. Maxon is directed to 
apparatus, methods, and systems for centrally and uniformly controlling the operation of 
a variety of devices, such as communication, consumer electronic, audio-video, analog, 
digital, 1394, and the like, over a variety of protocols within a network system. (Maxon, 
Abstract). Similar to Murashita, Maxon also lacks any provisions directed to "presenting 
one or more motion videos to aid a user in calibrating one or more parameters of the 
display." 

[0013] Furthermore, Kang does not cure the deficiency either. Kang describes an 
apparatus and method for reproducing real colors of a video system. The apparatus 
comprises a first test video signal generated by a video signal generating device, wherein the 
first test video signal includes inherent RGB color sensitivity information of the video signal 
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generating device, and a second test video signal to be presented on a video signal display 
device, wherein the second test video signal includes inherent RGB color sensitivity 
information of the video signal display device. Kang then teaches a video signal device for 
synthesizing the first test video signal and the second test video signal and adjusting an 
amplitude degree of the first test video signal until color sensitivity of tire first test video 
signal matches color sensitivity of the second test video signal and delivering the all video 
signals for display on a screen. (Kang, Abstract). 

[0014] Kang merely provides a method to adjust RGB color sensitivity of a display 
to match RGB color sensitivity of a video signal in order to deliver the video signal on 
the display with "real" color generated by a video signal generating device. However, 
Kang does not teach the emphasized features either. 

[0015] First, Kang does not teach presenting one or more " motion videos " that are 
"photo-realistic and configured to include moving pictures of real objects." (Emphasis 
added). Instead, Kang specifically provides that the video signal may be generated from a 
photographing device. In particular, Kang uses an image of a clock (See Fig. 5b) as an 
example in which a first test video signal and a second test video signal are synchronized for 
display. It is known in the related art that calibration can be made based on standard testing 
chart. The still image of the clock provided in Kang merely serves as a testing chart. In 
other words, the clock image in Kang shall not be broadly interpreted as "motion video" in 
amended claim 1 because that image does not include " moving pictures of real objects " as 
characterized in amended claim 1 . (Emphasis added). 

[0016] Secondly, since Kang is completely silent with respect to presenting one or 
more motion videos on a display in calibration, Kang would not teach or suggest other 
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characteristics of the motion videos recited in amended claim 1 such as the motion videos 
being '"dedicated for calibrating one or more parameters of the display without requiring the 
user to use technical test screens..." and being ''sensitive to calibration changes of the 
display in that adjustment in one or more parameters of the display causes discemable 
changes when the one or more motion videos are being presented on the display." 

[0017] Moreover, since Kang does not teach a motion video having "moving pictures 
of real objects". Kang in fact does not "provide the user with a realistic experience of how 
one or more video programs or movies are presented while the display is being 
calibrated ." (Emphasis added). 

[0018] Dean also does not cure the deficiency. Dean provides a technique for 
managing production, post-production and distribution of audio-visual projects permits 
accurate management of production values and thereby allow accurate and measurable 
reproduction and control. According to the Office Action, Dean discloses "directing the 
user to a screen settings application if the type of the display in use by the computer does 
not match screen settings appropriate for the type of the display..." However, Dean is 
completely silent with respect to presenting motion videos for calibration either. 

[0019] Therefore, amended claim 1 is respectfully asserted patentable over the cited 
references for at least the discussed reasons. Independent claims 34, 56, 107, 109, and 123 
are amended to incorporate similar features, and therefore are also asserted patentable over 
the cited references for at least the reasons given above with reference to amended claim 1 . 
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Dependent Claims 



[0020] In addition to its own merits, each dependent claim is allowable for the 
same reasons that its base claim is allowable. Applicant requests that the Examiner 
withdraw the rejection of each dependent claim where its base claim is allowable.
